The law look- 
ed upon human hfe as a sacred thing 
and not to be taken away lightly, 
and if a man was shot down on the 
streets of Winnipeg. whether by a po 


lice officer or Dy any other person, 
there should be a most searching in 
quiry made as to how and why the 
man was killed. Tf there was to b 


a plea for justification, it must be 
made by the man who kitled Gans 
The plea of the defence could not be 
heard before a Grand Jury, as all that 
might be heard was the evidence by 
the Crown to establish a prima iacie 
case. All that the grand jury had 
to do was to hear,the evidence, and 
decide if it were sufficient té send the 
ease before petit jury and the judge, 
All the facts on both sides of the 
case would be brought out before pe- 
tit jury and judge.

The city market project was ad- 
vaneed a step at the regular meeting 
of the City Council on Tuesday even- 
ing, at which all members, except 
Alderman Daly, were present. | The 


establishment of a permanent city 
market in Edmonton is one of essen- 
tint importance to thé city. The city 
council realizes this fact, and the 
aldermen are without exception in 
favor of the proposal. A report was 
presented from the trade and com- 
merece committee, composed of Alder- 
man Smith (chairman) and Aldermen 
Manson and Picard, advising the es- 
teblishment of a market, and recom- 
mending certain fees and regulations. 

The report was as follows: 

“We recommend that the market 
site be fenced and suitable entrances 
provided, and that the weigh-scales 
be fenced off with a runway for the 
convenience of those desiring to weigh 
without entering the market square. 

That the fee for admission to the 
market square be 10c. for double rigs, 
Se. for single rigs, for each day or por- 
tion. thereof, parties paying such fee 
to have the privilege of weighing. 

“That the fees for weighing be 10c. 
per load and 5e. for single animals up 
to five head, over that number 25c. 
per draft. 

“Phat the regular market days be 
Tuesday and Friday 

“That the auctioneers’ days be 
Thursday and Friday, the market 
clerk to have complete jurisdiction 
over the allotment of space for the 
use of auctioneers, 

“That ‘all parties weighing on 
scales be weighed with load, and on 
the return with empty rig. 

“That all weighing done on account 
of the city “be charged and paid for 
at regular rates. 

“That a horse rake be employed for 
the purpose of raking the market 
square when weather permits, o1 that 
a contract be let for the purpose of 
keeping the square thoroughly clean- 
ed. 

“That all teams on the market 
square shall be properly tied and pro- 
tected by their owners. 

“That steps be taken for the  es- 
tablishment of a public latrine on the 
market square. 

“That we are of opnion that the 
water rates for water usec on the mar- 
ket square should not be charged to 
the market account. ‘ 

“That the charging of the electric 
light to the weigh scales office or mar- 
ket account is justifiable. 

“Phat we would suggest the estab- 
lishment of three public” watering 
places in the city, to be located at | 
such points as may be considered 
most desirable.” 

Alderman Pieard, a member of the 
committee, was not in perfect actord 
with the recommendations of the 
committee as presented. He consid- 
ered the fencing of the square un 
necessary, maintaining that the side- 
walk surrounding the square was 
sufficiently above the level of the 
square ground proper to obviate the 
necessity of a fence. In addition to 
this, lie was in favor of the cor- 
struction of a market building aud 
the establishment of a hay market. 

Alderman Smith declared he, too, 
was in favor of the erection of a mar- 
ket building, but that this question 
could be discussed later, when the 
by-law embodying the recommenda- 
tions in the report was brought down. 

“In considering this question,” said 
Alderman Smith, ‘the council must} 
take cognizance of the fact that it is 
absolutely necessary to not antagonize 
the farmers in any way. A market 
into such as the Edmonton market 
should develop is the best possible ad- 
vertisement for the city, and is the 
most effective means of impressing 
visitors with the versatility of the 
soil in the northern part of Alberta. 

The report was adopted. 

The question of reverting to the 
agreement providing for an eight hour

The Edmonton Baseball association 
made application for a rebate of taxes 
on Diamond park, ou the ground that 
the baseball team was an excellent 
vivertisement for the city, and the 
‘urther ground that the shareholders 
in the club had gone in the hole $1,- 
600 on the season. Ald. Manson movy- 
d the rebate be granted, 

President Mills, of the baseball club, 
wddressed the council and stated that 
this year the total expenses of the 
feam were $7,862.71 and the receipts 
$6,325.91. The taxes on the grounds 
totalled $240. Ald, Maneon’s motion 
was passed. The city will pay the 
taxes, which amounts to the city mak- 
ing the club a grant. : 

The Edmonton Driving club wrote 
notifying the council of the unsatis- 
factory condition of the track at the 
Exhibition park. The club advised 
th? repair of the track at once at & 
cost of $150.

Revert to 8Hour Day. 

An agreement was entered into in 
the spring between the council and 
the Trades and Labor council, fixing 
he work-day of men employed by the 
corporation at 8 hours. This agree- 
nent was broken by the commission- 
“rs, who, when the financial string- 
ney first made itself felt, and who 
learned that laborers on other con- 
tracts were working 9 hours per day, 
net the Trades and Labor council 
and placed the matter before them 
The Trades and Labor council accept- 
ed the situation at the time, Since 
then the subject had been discussed 
ynd as J. A. Kinney, who represented 
the Tredes and Labor council, stated, 
the desire was that the ®hour day be 
again put in force, He said that an 
wreement between the Master Build. 
rs’ association and the Trades and 
Labor council existed calling for an 
hour day. 

Ald. Manson stated that the agree- 
ment was being observed by the Mas- 
ter Builders’ association. On the re- 
juest of the Trades and Labor council 
for the reintroduction of the 8-hour 
day agreement the commissioners re- 
ported as follows :— 

The request from the Trades and 
Labor Council for the — re-establish- 
inent of an eight-hour day for laborers 
in the city employ, having been re- 
ferred to your commissioners, the 
acts in this connection are as fol- 
lows: 

On the 26th April, 1907, a com- 
munication was received from the 
frades and Labor Council and sub- 
mitted to the city council at meeting 
No. 25 of that date, when the matter 
was referred to the commissioners for 
report: At the following meeting, No. 
26, on the 30th April, report of com- 
missioners, No. 70, on this , subject 
was presented and Mr. Kinney, presi- 
dent of the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil, was also heard in support of their 
contention. The following resolu- 
tion was at that time adopted by the 
council 

“That eight hours shall constitute 
a day’s work, and that the rate of 
wages be $2.25 per day, and if there 
1s to be any overtime the overtime to 
be paid for at the same rate,”’ 

Later on in the year (in July pro- 
fates, alter ths fire. chal stringedey 
ivcame apparent, avd in considera- 
tion of an evident departure from the 
stilliched agreeiant on the part of 
builders aie! other contractors, as 
well ns the centravtors for city work, 
vho were at that tane working their 
laborers longer hours (9 and even 10

Your commissioners beg to report 
that they have been in communica- 
ion with Mr, David McDougall for 
permission to build a “stairway” on 
iis property from the énd of MeDou- 
gall street to the Flats Mr. MecDou- 
gall has now agreed to lease to the 
city for a period of eight years, at a 
nominal rental, the ground required 
for this purpose. The estimated cost 
of the work is $438, and if your 
honorable body approves of this re- 
port by adopting it, we will conclude 
ihe agreement with Mr. MeDougal!

The report was adopted 

The Mayor announced that despite 
the council’s objection, the city had 
been compelled to pay the acerued in- 
terest amounting to over $2,000 in 
connection with the recent sale of de- 
bentures, and a motion authorizing 
this payment was reluctantly passed.
